The St. Louis Extension. 


Speaking of the proposed extension of 


the old I. D. <fe S. road to St. Louis, the 
Tuscola Review of last week said: "The 
L, B. &W. Co. have employed Fred L, 
Peck, the last superintendent and engin- 
eer of the old I., D. & S. Co., to survey two 
routes to St. Louis with n view of ex- 
tending the St. Louis Division to that 
city. Mr. P«ck will make the first sur- 
vey from this place. He has his prelim- 
inary maps drawn, and started out on 
yesterday morning to view the route. He 
will make his second survey from at or 
near Casner, leaving Decntur and the 
Sangamon river to the right. The survey 
from herejwill be on an air line to Sullivan, 
and open up a fine district of country now 
for the most part not penetrated by rail- 
roads." A year or so ago this company 
surveyed a route from Roodhouee by way 
of Decatur, but stopped on reaching the 
Sangaraon river west of the city. There 
was considerable commotion among prop- 
erty owners along the Wabash road when 
it was intimated that the extension might 
possibly be built from the Union depot 
westward on Cerro Gordo street. 


About Winter Wheat. 


Until a few days ago there existed 


among the farmers of this county a great 
diversity of opinion as to whether or not 
the winter wheat was ruined by the re- 
cent generous baptism of sleet and the 
long cold spell'. A majority of the farm- 
ers interviewed by our reporter now be- 
lieve that the wheat is safe and that if 
the weather continues favorable there 
will be a larger yield than in late years. 
Four years ago there was a similar ice 
fall and an immense crop of wheat was 
harvested. The following of interest in 
this connection is taken from the Lincoln 
Journal: "The feeling prevails that win- 
ter wheat has been damaged by the late 
sleet. John J. Green, who has about as 
much experience in such matters as any 
man in the county, says such is not the 
mse. He has 140 acres which wns exarn- 
.ned to-day. Under the ice the ground 
was moist, and the roots found to be 
strong and healthy. It is his opinion 
;hat a bountiful crop will be raised this 


. Last season Mr. Green harvested 


three or tour thousand bushels of the fin- 
est wheat raised in Logan county."

• SFKINGFIELD, £ et>. 13.—The state- 


ment recently made in the news- 
papers that Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton is 
the third which has succeeded to the 
office of Governor, ex-Govs. John 
Wood and John L. Beveridge being 
the other two, is correct; but without 
explanation leads to the conclusion 
that all those who have filled the of- 
fice of Governor of the State, except 
Bissell, Oglesby and Cullorn, served 
out their full "terms. There is an- 
other exception and the only one; 
Gov. Reynolds resigned the otlice of 
Governor in 1834 to accept that of 
Representative to Congress, to which 
he had been elected to fill a vacancy 
caused by tho death of the Hon. 
Charles Hlade of St. Glair county. 
Xacloo Casey, Lieutenant Governor, 
elected with Reynolds in 1830, would 
havo succeeded to the office of Gov- 
ernor, but in 1833 ho had also been 
elected to Congress, and March 1, 
1883, resigned the office of Lieuten- 
ant Governor and took his seat in 
Congress. 
Thus the Governor and 


Lieutenant Governor of the State 
were both serving in Congress at the 
same time, and before tho terms for 
which they were elected had expired. 


'Upon the resignation of Lieut.- 


Gov. Casey, W. L. D. Ewing, of 
Fayette county, was elected Presi- 
dent of the 
Senate 
and acting 


Lieutenant Governor, 
and 
when 


Gov. Reynolds resigned, succeeded 
to tho office of Governor of the State. 
This is the only instance in tho his- 
tory of the State that the President 
of the Senate, pro tcmporc, boeamo 
G overnor. 
His term of office as Gov- 


ernor covered a period of only 17 
days ; but his message to tho General 
Assembly is a long and iiblo docu- 
ment. 


Ewing's career as a politician is 


probably the most remarkable of any 
public man in Illinois. 
Ho began in 


State politics by being elected clerk 
of tho House of Representatives in 
Vth and Vlth General Assemblies ; 
was a member of the House in the 
Yllth General Assembly and chosen 
Speaker ; was a member of the Sen- 
ate in the YHIth General Assembly 
and chosen President pro tern., and 
during the term filled the offices of 
Lieutenant-Governor and Governor, 
without resigning his olfice o? Sena- 
tor. 
In 1835 he was elected United 


States Senator to fill the tinexpired 
term of Elias K. Kane. 
In the XIth 


and Xllth General Assemblies he 
again appeared as a member of the 
House, and was again chosen Speaker 
at both sessions. 


At the organization of jjthe Xlllth 


General Assembly he 
was again 


chosen Clerk of the House, after 
having filled the offices of Governor 
and United States Senator. 


In 1843 he was elected Auditor of 


State, and died in 1846 while in that 
office. 
Thomas H. Campbell suc- 


ceeded Ewing as Auditor, and held 
the office nearly 11 years.

politicians. 
They are all astrono- 


mers; they watch the skies to see 
which way the wind blows ; and 
there can on this question lit) no mis- 
take as to the direction which tho 
cnrreuts of air are taking. It began 
in a zephyr: it gre\v into a wind; it 
is to-day nearly a tempest; lot it be 
such a hurricane before this Legisla- 
ture closes that no man can stand up 
and resist it.

ganized, sending men there if you

Wheat, 


A correspondent of Iho Ghicag 


Inter-Ocean has been interviewing 
the wheat men of tho northwest, and 
reports a remarkable similarity oC 
feeling concerning tho outlook for 
wheat and prices. Peter McGeorh, 
the " wheat king "said wheat was no 
higher than it should be, and not ns 
high as he expected it would be. Re- 
ceipts have not como up to tbo crop 
reported, and much damage may bo 
expected in winter wheat sections in 
this country and Europe from the ico 
and floods. Mr. Shepard, the recog- 
nized statistician of the Milwaukee 
Chamber of Commerce, says the 
Government estimate of 550,000,000 
bushels is entirely too large, that it 
will be less than 400,000,000 for 
1882, and that much less is now in 
the hands of the farmers than is 
supposed. 
It is yet early to estimate 


the crop of 1883, but there can be no 
doubt but that much damage has 
been done by floods and frosts. 
J. 


B. Oliver, a large operator in St. 
Louis says the recent floods in Eu- 
rope have damaged the crop of 1883 
250,000,000 bushels, and that the 
outlook has not been as unfavorable 
in this country for ten years. 
The 


granaries, he thinks, are nearly de- 
pleted. 
Hence, we may reasonably 


.jxpect an advance. W. P. McLaren, 
whose grain letters are considered 
the most reliable in this country, says 
it is the judgment of the closest ob- 
servers that the estimate of the crop 
of 1882 is much less than the figures 
the most conservative have made 
thereon, and there is real cause for 
apprehension of the coming crop, 
and that the advance of 15c since 
December is permanent.

or village granting *he license, such sum 
as may be determined by the respective 
authorities of such city, town or village, 
not less than at the rate of $500 per an- 
num: Provided further, That the city 
council in cities, and the president ot the 
board of trustees in villages, may grant 
permits to druggists for the Bale oE liquors 
.'or medical, mechanical, sacramental and 
:hemical purposes only, under such re- 
strictions and regulations us may be pro- 
vided by ordinance.

Wonders of the Sun.

Tho Boston Young Men's Chris- 


tian Union is carrying on n course of 
Saturday evening lectures on scien- 
tilic subjects, which excite much 
popular interest and draw crowded 
audiences. On a recent occasion 
Prof. F. Melntyre, of this city, lec- 
tured on "The Wonders of the Snn, 
Moon and Stars." It was remarked 
among other things, that 1,305,000 
worlds the size of our own, or the 
planets of 750 solar systems might 
be packed 
within 
tho 
circum- 


ference of the sun. Were it possi 
ble to locate the earth in the center 
Of the sun, the orbit of the moon 
would fall 102,000 miles inside the 
circumference. 
The 
heat of this 


vast globe is so great that, as tho lec- 
turer affirmed, if tho heat that exists 
in one square foot of the sun could 
be conveyed to this earth iiudimin- 
ished, it could run constantly a hun- 
dred steam engines of one hundred 
horse-power each. 
The heat of the 


sun is sufficient to rod nee the Pacific 
Ocean to steam in twenty minutes. 
The sun's light is 147 times that of 
a calcium light. An English scien- 
tist tried an experiment of project- 
ing a strong calcium light upon the 
disc of the sun, and tho result was 
only an absolutely black spot. It is 
supposed that we have approxima- 
ted to the light of the BUB in the elec- 
tric light, which is but 3.4 less than 
that of the sunv 
The lecture was il- 


lustrated with stereopticon views of 
sun spots, hydrogen protuberances 
with jets bursting upwards 100,000 
miles, and other marvelous features.

Dependence ot "Wages Upon the 


Tariff. 


Phita'MpMci Press. 


That American workmen are paid 


from 50 to 100 per cent, higher 
wages than British workmen is es- 
tablished by the mouths of so manv 
witnesses that it would hardly seem 
worth uhile to contest this point. 
Nevertheless some free trade organs 
profess to believe that those same 
British workmen who are leaving 
their country for America at the rate 
of 50,OUU a ^ear receive at home the 
same wages that are paid here. Mr. 
Robert P. Porter reports that the 
mechanics in the British ship yards 
receive §(12?) a week. 
This is met 


by the assertion that, according to 
the census reports, 
the 
average 


amount paid iu this country to the 
hands employed 
in manufactures, 


men, 
womun and children, is $0.25 a 


week; hence it is argued, there- is no 
difference between the two countries 
in this respect. It is also assorted 
with great triumph that tho work- 
men iu unprotected industries aro 
paid as much as those in tho pro- 
tected manufactures, henco the tariff 
has no effect, as labor will bring just 
what it is worth. 
Mr. Porter's fig- 


ures did not include women and 
children's wages, so tho comparison 
made is valueless. 
The protective 


tariff 
enables employers to 
pay 


higher wages than they otherwise 
could, and it makes tho average of 
wages all over the country higher. 
Our iron and steel mills are making 
no money at oresent prices. 
Should 


the duty on iron and steel be re- 
duced, the manufacturers of these 
articles cannot hope to make them at 
a profit unless they can employ men 
at lower wages than have hitherto 
prevailed. The dependence of wages 
on tho tariff is very obvious to intel- 
ligent workmen themselves), aud it is 
thero that the great strength of the 
protectionist sentiment lies.

name of Margaret, was known to ov- 
ery mac, woman aud child iu Iho 
city, and whose death last year was 
followed by a wonderful demonstra- 
tion of popul'ir lovo and 
regret.

Mrs. Anne E. Harrison, whose funeral 


is announced for Monday afternoon, was 
a member of one of the most prominent 
families in the state, and was Herself 
widely known in her youth as one of the 
most "brilliant and beautiful women of 
her time. Her father, Elijah C. Berry, 
was one ot the pioneer?, coming from 
Kentucky while Illinois was yet a terri- 
tory. He brought with him his slaves, 
whom ho at ouee set free. He estab- 
lished the first newspaper at Kasknslda, 
was a member of the territorial govern- 
ment, afterwards state auditor, which 
ponition he held for nearly twenty years. 
He gave to a large family of children n 
liberal education, all of whom became 
distinguished in their several walks of 
life, and himself and other members of 
bis family were high in oiliae aud potent 
iu the all'airs ot the state for many years. 
Removing to Vandalin when the capitol 
was located there, his home became the 
favorite resort for the noted men of that 
time, Douglas and Lincoln being fre- 
quently among his guests. 


Iu the society of Vandalia, and after- 


wards lit Springfield, Mrs. Harrison was 
a great favorite, nnd is well remembered 
bv the older residents of those cities. She 
first married Edgar Morrison (brother of 
Hon. J. L. D. Morrison), who dipd at the 
beginning of what promised a brilliant 
C'ireer. In later years she visited Spring- 
field, the guest of her brother-in-law, Gen. 
W. Lee D. Ewiug, then speaker of the 
house, afterwards auditor, governor and 
TJ. S. senator, and there met and married 
Geo W Harrison, then aud for a number 
of years thereafter a leading member of 
the legislature. Again becoming a widow, 
she removed to Decatur 26 years ago, 
with her uncle, Dr. J. T. B. Stapp, where 
she lived a life devoted to pious work and 
the care of her family. She took an in- 
terest in literature and "t, and had a 
keen appreciation of the good, the beau- 
tiful and the true. Many have cause to 
remember her charitable drecls, and in 
many humble homes there will be mourn- 
ing for the woman gone before. 


Mrs Harrison left an only child, Mrs. 


W. H. Eunis, of Decatur, and three grand- 
children, Berry, William and Georgie En- 
nis; two sisters, Mrs. H. C. Bradsby and 
Mrs. W. L. D. Ewing: her nieces, Miss 
Emma Bradsby, Mrs. F. W. Burnett, of 
Springfield, Mrs. G. M. Cole aud Mrs. M. 
G Dale, ot Edwardsville, and numerous 
others more or less remotely connected 
nnd living at various points in this and 
other states. Owiugito the present state 
ot the weather, but few of the relatives 
living at a distance could be even noti- 
fied of the sad event in time to attend the 
funeral.

Great concern in all parts of^the city 
•as felt yesterday and last evening for 
lie safety of the railway and wagon 
ridges which span the Sangamon, and 


inquiries as to their condition were as 
requent as in election times when the 
eturas make the result one way or the 
•ther rather doubtful. Yesterday after- 
loon it was reported that the I., B. & W. 
old I., D. & H.) bridge, a few miles east 
f the city, had been undermined and 


washed away. 
A reporter visited the 


!epot at 6 o'clock, and soon learned that 
he report was untrue. After the eastbound 
Dasscnger traiu had passed 
over the 


>ridge, at about noon, the bridge settled 


few inches at the east end, and before 


he westbound train reached the river the 
displacement was noticed. The passen- 
;ers got out of the coaches aud walked 
iver the bridge, and the train going very 
lowly passed over in safety. During a 
reshet some time ago this same bridge 
swung out of place a few inches, but it 
was repaired. Doubtless it is considered 
safe, or trains would not be permitted to 
pass over it. 
The noon passenger tr&in 


on this rood pulled out to the bridge, but 
it came back to the city fearing to risk 
crossing the shaky structure. It is now 
probable that trains will not be permitted 
to pass over the bridge until after all 
danger is passed. 


The Wabash is compelled to transfer 


passengers and baggage at the Biverton 
bridge. 


THE OLD COUNTY BBIDGE, 


above the water works, is having a hard 
struggle with the rushing torrent and 
ice. It came through all right last night, 
but this morning the water was within a 
foot and a half of the stringers of the main 
span, and the trestle approaches of both 
sides of the bridge are loosened and out 
of place. The bridge has been braced by 
Commissioner Mafflt, assisted by a force 
of men, and it is believed that it will re- 
main on the stone piers, which stand firm 
Not so much danger is now apprehended 
from the ice gorging, as most of it is oui 
of the main channel and has floated to 
the right and left of the main current 
lodging between trees and breaking up 
in sections. 


LATEB—At two o'clock this afternoon 


Commissioner Maffit reported that the 
trestle work approaches on both sides o 
the county bridge yielded at about 1! 
o'clock aud were swept down the stream 
passing under tbe railroad bridge withou 
doing any damage. The covered wagon 
bridge now stands ulone with a wilt 
waste of water on all sides of it. Thi 
forenoon Mr. Maffit, who was unable tc 
get any man to brave the danger and d 
the work, got into a boat himself, am 
taking ropes, he braced the threatenec 
bridge more securely. It is believed tha 
t this structure topples over, the bulk 
bing will go down the stream with sue! 
orce as to knock the stone piers from 
under the Central railroad bridge. Th 
lituatiou is considered so critical by th 
ail road management that they sent 
nessenger to Mr. Maffit this afternoon 
iflering him $100 to go out into th 
itream again in a boat and attach chain 
o the wagon bridge and adjacent trees. 
Mr. Maffit declined, as he has been wet 
hrough thus far three times since the 
river got on a high. 


OTHBH BKIDGES. 


Commissioner Antrim and Overseer Dil- 


ehunt, who spent yesterday and part of 
ast night and to-day at the Cow Ford 
ind Spangler bridges, report that these 
structures are standing the pressure re- 
narkably well. There has been no break 
yet in the grades or spans of either bridge. 
They placed a force of men in charge of 
the bridges last night. They reported 
io-day that at three o'clock this morning 
the river commenced falling, and it was 
ower by several inches at 10 o'clock than 
t was at the same time yesteiday. The 
ce has floated off into the bottoms and 
ias melted so that no further damage is 
apprehended fiom ice gorging. In cose 
of a second rise of the water it is believed 
that part ot the Spangler grade, which is 
comparatively new, will be washed away. 
It was gouged in places yesterday by the 
water. A farmer passed over the Cow 
Ford bridge at 9 o'clock this forenoon. It 
seemed to be in good shape at ttiat hour. 
The report was iu circulation on the 
streets this forenoon that Bea's bridge 
was in a shaky condition, but it lacks 
confirmation. Passage of teams over tbe 
Mt. Pulaski bridge which spang turbu- 
lent Stevens Creek is interrupted on ac- 
count of the water. The wagon bridge 
near the St. Louis railway bridge is safe 
but is partly under water and of no use 
at present. The Maffit bridge is safe. 


AN INCIDENT. 


Yesterday afternoon Charles Wbithit 


went to tha river near the Cow Ford 
bridge, to look after the two large ice 
houses 
filled 
with 
ice and 
owned 


by the Decatur Ice company. 
Both 


houses are surrounded by water, but there 
is no apparent danger of damage at pres- 
ent. While at the river Mr. Whitsit saw 
a huge stump floating down in the mid- 
dle of the stream. The stump was encir- 
cled with ice and was traveling pretty 
fast toward the wagon bridge. The gen 
tleman supposed that the force of the im- 
pending blow would wreck the bridge. 
The stump struck with acrash that could 


ave been heard at a great distance, and 
; caused the bridge to give in the centre 
jout six inches. Then the stump sunk 
nd passed under the structure and bob^ 
ed up quickly on the other side. The 
ridge, relieved ot the pressure, at onoe 
wung back in place.

hand but that of gratitude, pays to 
the men who saved it in war and are 
still its surest guardian in peace.— 
With this roll and list let there be 
published also a roll and list of the 
hundreds 
of millions of dollars 


squandered on useless matters, in 
river and harbor robberies and on 
useless officeholders. 
Particularly 


let the list of officeholders be printed 
and compared with it, and let the 
list show how many of the eighty-five 
or ninety thousand officeholders in 
the Eepublic were soldiers in the 
Union army, and how many of them 
who are living on high salaries nuver 
raised their arms to defend the 
Union, and yet are living on the 
Government Treasury now, and carp- 
ing, as great reformers, at the money 
being paid to the men who were dis- 
abled in the war, and are in want 


now.Sure enough, let us have the list 
that these carpers of Union soldiers 
are calling for. 
It is time the 


Republic should print and the world 
should see tbe American Roll of 
Honor. By all means and from every 
consideration it should be printed. 
Let it be particularized as in a faith- 
ful picture to the last dash of the 
brush 
Let it show the name, the 


residence, the wounds or injuries, the 
present condition, the houses they 
live in if possible, and all their de- 
pendent families with them. 
Let 


there be no treatment of art to make 
the picture fairer or worse than it is. 
Let it stand to the world as the pic- 
ture, in its severest integrity, of the 
condition of the men who were disa- 
bled in the war that saved a nation, 
so weak then, but so powerful and 
wealthy now that no citizen can 
compute its weath, nor all of its own 
vaults hold its treasure. Let these 
men who risked life to save the 
Republic's life at $13 a _month in 
cheap money, which has since been 
made good and full dollars to every- 
body but the soldiers of the Union 
army, be stalked before the world on 
crutches or carried before it on dying 
stretchers, that the world may see 
where and to whom this money to 
pensioners—to the men who saved 
its life—goes. It is time the yorld 
saw it, and time that the world saw, 
in its detail, that the American Gov- 
ernment does pay its defwnders and 
saviours at least in part. It is a 
pity that there is not some artist 
?reat enough to paint on a double 
janvass—two pictures in one—a 
picture which would represent the 
helpless Kepublic and its loyal de- 
fenders during the war, and the 
powerful Republic and its surviving 
defenders now. 
The first should 


have in it the boys and men march- 
ing from home, applauded by all 
their neighbors, and assured by them 
and the Government that such hero- 
ism should never be forgotten, nor 
the families of such heroes ever suffer 
from want. 
It should show the 


camp, the march, the battle, the hos- 
pital, 
the 
long 
gra-vo-., 
and 


the banner over them all. It should 
show 
the willing deaths before 


bayonet 
and cannon, the deaths 


in hospitals with out sunshine and 
prisons without food, where hope and 
heart died in pain which seemed 
never to end, and in torture which 
seemed 
always to increase; the 


deaths of boys'before they were men. 
of husbands and fathers dying with 
nothing of home near them but the 
light of it in their eyes and the love 
of it in their hearts. 
It should show 


the return of the living and the 
giaves of the dead—the army of the 
ambulance, the crutch, and the guide, 
and the silent army loft to guard 
for lime tho conquered soil. 
Genius 


could certainly make, what is so 
prized in art, an elegant contrast be- 
tweori the army going out with flying 
banners, high hearts, and intrepid 
step, aud the army as it returned, as 
far a= it returned at all. Then in 
supplement to this, a portrayal of 


the situation now, of the opulent 
Government, the maimed or invalid 
survivors of the war, and the knot of 
carpers in good health and comfort- 
able circumstances pointing their fin- 
gers in derision at the money which 
the Government is paying to the 
men in need who saved it 


Oh, yes, let us have the picture. 


Let us send this procession on 
crutches before the world at large, 
each holding in his hand, if he has 
any hand left, the pittance that the 
preserved and prosperous govern- 
ment is paying him in his poverty 
now, 
and see with him his family, if 


they are hero to march with this re- 
spected legion of crippled heroes, so 
that the world may see the whole pic); 
ture in its entirety and integrity. 
The world has seen the procession of 
bondholders, who, in the Kepublic's 
extremity, lent it cheap money, and 
has seen it march to the national 
treasury, and every man in it paid 
the last cent in money worth a hun- 
dred cents to the dollar, and a good 
many of them in money that was 
worth two hundred cents to the dol- 
lar. 
It has seen 
everybody and 


everything connected with the war 
marched to the American treasury, 
and the cheap money paid to them, 
as it was during the war, made good 
money—the actual gold of the mar- 
ket of the world. 
Alone of all men 


who aided by their arms or money 
the Government in its distress, the 
brave soldiers have never had the 
cheap money of the war made good.

the discipline which is proposed for 
these men of the Eepublic, aud them 
alone, force every man into the ranks 
and into the march 
The carpers 


want to see all of them, every last 
man; 
they think there are frauds and 


cheats among them, and there are, as 
there have been in every human ar- 
my that ever lived 
But this will 


differ from the common by showing 
fewer imposters and more deserving 
heroes than any army ever mustered. 
The world should see it, to see how 
noble it is in so many respects, and 
how doubiful it is in so few. 


So let it be mustered and let it be 


reviewed, with every man bearing on 
his back the story of his record as a 
soldier, and let it be reviewed by the 
carpers who growl at any pension 
paid to a soldier. If possible it would 
be well to have the procession of 
carpers march with or directly after, 
and each of its rnon bearing on bis 
back the story of where he was dur- 
ing the war, how much money he is 
worth now, how much tax he pays 
towards these pensions now, and how 
much his security in life and pros- 
perity in property now was secured 
to him by the men who did go to the 
war.

Board of Health has submitted its 
report, and the Tribune tells what 
the experts found in various samples 
of food and drugs purchased in dif- 
ferent parts of the State. 
Of the 40 


samples of butter examined, 21 were 
pronounced not genuine. The sophis- 
tications of milk were found to be 
"extremely common " The locations 
were ascertained of 63 "creameries" 
that send skimmed milk to the city, 
which is sold on its arrival as whole 
(pure) milk. Of the samples of olive 
oil analyzed, nine proved to be adul- 
terated. 
Lard was found to be adul 


terated, and in some cases unwhole- 
some. 
Of 280 samples of bakers' 


chemicals and breadstuffs examined, 
35 were adulterated, and 8 out of 117 
samples of Hour. In the matter of 
spices the proportion of adulterated 
articles was 112 out of 180, the per 
cent, of'adulteration in a single arti- 
cle, cinnamon,being81 8. There were 
29 samples of quinine pills examined, 
and in every case the amount of qui- 
nine sulphate was below that which 
it was rjrofessed the pills contained, 
la ground coffee 10 out of 21 pain- 
pies contained foreign substances, 
and one sample consisted wholly of 
roasted hominy. 
Honey was pur- 


chased that contained 50 per cent, of 
artificial glucose, and maple syrup 
that contained 35 per cent

In five years ending in 
1880 Germany has increased almost an much 
as France in fifty years.

countries is tabu- 


lated an follows: Franco (average for last 
fitly years), 05.039; Great Britain (average 
for'last fivo years), U40.118; Germany (average 
for last five years), <98,8«0; United States of 
America (arerage for last ten years). l,l.w.M«. 
When these figure* are submitted to analysis 
it appears still worco f or Franco, If the yearly 
increase of 10,000 of tho inhabitant* bo prop. 
crly calculated we have tho following results: 
Average increase for every 10,000 uihabiUuits- 
Francc, 20: Great Britain, 101: Germany, 115; 
United States, 200. Those figures mean that 
for every 10,000 inhabitants to France thoro 
will exist but 1 0,036 »l tho endofono year,
